Montreal, September 4.—The sam:

The sessions today were devoted to 
the examination of business men wh) 
have been supplying goods to the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
and their evidence went to show that 
they sold goods to the government 
at lower fates than to any one else, 
and that there was no such — thing 
known as graft or rake-off for any 
government officials. 

By Comnetitive Tender. 

The first “witness called was Alex. 
Woods, manager for Messrs. Jame 
Robertson & Co., a firm which has 
been selling goods to the Marine 
Department for the past fifteen years 
to the extent of from twelve to fifteen 
thousand dollars a year. The  wit- 
ness said that business was practical- 


ly always done by competitive tender.’ 


Albert Hudon, of Hudon & Orsali, 
was called and said that his firm had 
sold goods to the extent of about 
$1,200 a year to the Marine ‘Depart 
ment until the year 1904-05, when they 
sold about $12,000 worth of flour and 
groceries for the outfitting of the 
Arctic, As to the rofits on the 
sales, Mr. Hudon said the goods had 
been sold to the government in just 
the same way as to other customers; 
except that the govérnment got rat 
lower prices, the firm’s average profit 
on the business not being more than 
7% per cent, 

No Commission for Officials. 

Johu D. Oppe, managing director of 
the Marconi Wireless Company, was 
then called and explained the busi- 
ness relations of that éémpany. | He 
stated that Signor Marconi was on» 
of the vice-presidents of the com. 
pany, but held very little of its stock. 
The president was Mr, Andrew Allan, 
who was one of the principal share- 
holders.

OF RAILWAY'S PLANS 


Says That Two Lines Will Meet and 
Come tnto ary 
Different Directions — Cannot 
State Oofinitely Time When Rai!- 
Southern City.

Calgary, Sept. 4.—‘We are heading 
for Calgary and hope to get here n 
the not very distant future, but how 
we will get into the city when we do 
build to its limits is a question that 
is not so easily answered,” was the 
statement made yesterday evening by 
William Mackenzie, president of the 
Canadian Northern Railway. Mr. 
Mackenzie, with « party of English 
capitalists, arrived from the north 
yeaterday afternoon in his private 
car, and left on the delayed train for 
Vegmeves. 

hen asked in regard to the in- 
tensions of his company in regard to 
railway extension to Calgary, | the 
president said, with a smile, “Oh, we 
will seach Calgary just as sopn as poa- 
sible. On our Goose Lake extension 
from Saskatoon we have already fifty) 
miles graded and over thirty miles of 
track Jaid, and we hope to have about 
100 miles in pperation by December, 
We will have miles of the distance 
between Saskatoon and Calgary ldcat- 
ed this fall, a0 that you will see we 
‘are working with Calgary as an Ob- 
jective point and are gradually getting 
closer. 

“It will be up to the company and 
the citizens of Calgary to find a way 
by which we can gain entrance to the 
city when we réach here.” 

Our direct Jine from Regina to Win- 
nipeg, threugh Brandon, will be 
opened in a couple of weeks. 

“Tt is our intention to build a line 
from a point on the Prince Albert 
ranch about forty miles north of 
Regina, westward to meet the Goose 
Lake branch from Saskatoon at a 
common point about 50 miles south- 
west of that city. 

“From this point, it is a direct line 
to Calgary. On the Goose Lake 
branch we avoid having to cross the 
Bouth Saskafchewan, but on ths 
other branch we will have te cross 
that river once. 

“When completed, this line will 
shorten the distance from Calgary to 
Winnipeg very considerable and will 
be the most direct route possible be- 
tween these two cities.’’ 

Not Clear About Time. 

Mr. Mackenzie would not, however, 
state definitely just when this line 
from the Prince Albert branch would 
be built. but he left the impression 
that it will be built next year. 

“Tt will,” he said, “pass through a 
well settled country that needs rail- 
way facilities very badly, which we 
will endeavor to supply just as soon 
as possible.” 


In regard to the extension of the 
Canadian Northern system to the 
coast, Mr, Mackenaie said that the 


compahy has no immediate intention 
of building over the mountains. .The 
main line now reaches Stoney Plains 
about forty miles west of Edmonton, 
and they are building a short line 
from there to tap some coal areas, 

In regard to the crop situation, he 
said that his company is in splendid 
condition for handling all the crop 
that comes to it. The roadbed, roll- 
ing stoek, terminal and elevator facili 
ties are in fine shape and there are no 
serious troubles of any kind on any of 
its lines. 

Business is Improving. 

In discussing financial conditions, 
Mr. Mackenzie said that bueiness ‘n 
every line throughout the whole of 
Canada is steadily recovering from 
the temporary depression of the past 
year. It is getting back to normal 
conditions and the people are using 
more discretion in the matter of going 
into debt than formerly. 

Money is more plentiful and the 
aplendid harvest and high prices will 
place the country on its feet again. 

“It is two yeare,”’ continued Mr 
Mackenzie, ‘‘since I visited Calgary 
last, and as | drove around the city 
I noticed not only a great enlarge- 
ment of the area, built on, but also the 
filling in with fine substantial build- 
ings of what were then vacant  por- 
tions of the city proper. The im- 
provements going on may not be so 
noticeable to a person residing here, 
but they are very marked to a person 
who has not visited the city for a 
couple of years.”

ENDORSES IRISH LEGISLATION. 


University Bill and Pension Enaet- 
ment Great Btnefit, Says Redmond: 


Dublin, Sept. 4.—At a ti of 
the central branch of the Oni rish 
Teague yesterday, John Redmond, 
whe presided, Hilated upon te  im- 
portance of the last parliamentary 
session, so far as Ireland was con- 
cerned. 

_ He considered that the Irish uni- 
versity bill was one of the greatest 
emancipating measures of the een- 
tury and he would always be proud 
of hig share in its adoption. Ireland, 
he said, would receive ot, four 
million dollars a year under the old- 
Age pensions bill which would benefit 
70,000 people in Ireland. These and 
other measures were substantial re- 
sults of their parliamentary work. 
He uttered a warning to the British 
government, however, that there was

Devlin to attend the convention of th- 
United Yrish Lengue of America to be 
held in the fall at Boston.

Cause for Satisfaction. 

Under this state of affairs, there ‘s 
reason to be well satisfied with the re. 
sults of the year’s agricultural opera- 
tions. The total yield has been di 
minished within the past month on 

-aceount of drought, weeds, hail and 
frost, and the optimistte estimate 
published earlier ‘n the season have 
been reduced. . There was a_ time 
when it was considered likely that the 
production of wheat would be 125,000, 
000 bushels, and that the quality of 
the grain would be higher than 
average of other seasons. The crop 
did net come through the critical 
stages as well as might have been 
expected, however, and there war 
loss, serious in some districts, in 
both quality and quantity. The wea- 
ther is behaving itself properly 
throughout the prairie provinces a’ 
the present time, and there is no rea 
son,,to, suspect that further . damag¢ 
wil be caused. Rain is interfering 
with harvesting operations at a num- 
bd¥ of important points, but this delay 
istmot likely to last long, and in the 
meantime the grain will derive benefit 
{rfm the additional moisture, Thc 
progress of the harvest so far has serv- 
ed to show that the crop is turning 
out well, as a whole, and confidence 
ina record-breaking production is in- 
creasing as the returns from the fields 
come forward. Preparations foi 
threshing on a large scale are undei 
way, and the hum of the separato: 
will be heard in a hundred townships 
before September is well advanced. 

‘The Railways’ Duty. 

The value of the wheat crop de- 
pends not only on its quality, but up 
on the facility with which it is moved 
out. A carload which is shipped out 
of Fort William before the close of 
navigation is worth a great deal 
more to the farmer, under ordinary 
circumstances, than one which is held 
over for the winter. It often hap 
pens that the advances in prices dur- 
ing #he winter months more than 
make up for the cost of holding the 
grain, but there can be no element ot 
certainty in this connection.. As a 
rule it is better to sell the wheat soon 
after it is threshed. This process 
facilitates the distribution of money, 
and quickens trade all along the 
line. The duty of delivering the grain 
at the lake ports does not lie with the 


' farmer, however, and the best he can 


do is te transport it quickly from 
his field or granary to the elevator or 
loading platform. The rest of th: 
burden devolves upon the railways. 
Officials of the railway companies 
have been eager to proclaim thei: 
readiness to handle promptly all the 
grain that offers, and they have shown 
themselves cocksure of their ability ta 
move the bulk of the crop between 
harvest time and the closing of navi- 
gation. There is usually a wide mar 
gin between the promises and per- 
formances of the transportation con- 
cerns, The officials undoubtedl; 
mean well enough, but they speak tov 
soon. The west has come to believe 
that there is 'a close as#oeiation bet- 
ween a heavy crop and a car short 
age, and, like the man from Missouri, 
it will need to be shown. The cufrent 
depression in general trade will un- 
doubtedly help the — grain.carrying 
situation, as it will give the com- 
panies a better opportunity of con- 
cegtrating their rolling stock in the 
digtricts where it is most needed. 
Bat’ the difficulty which the Cana- 
dign Pacifie Railway is now having 
with its mechanies is likely to offset in 
sotfme measure the benefits to be de 
rived from a more liberal supply > 
cars and locomotives. At this time it 
is*essential that every element in the 
transporaion of the crop should be 
working at its best, and the best = ‘s 
not.to be expected when car-shops are 
under-manned or poorly manned.

But the men 
were ready tor the occasion, and fully 
equipped to meet every responsibility 
that might be thrust on them by 
events. 

On September 2nd Premier Ruther- 
ford was sworn in. In few days the 
mem ers of the cabinet were selected 


who assembied at Edmonton to wit- 
ness the inaugural ceremonies. The 
erstwhile frontier town was gay with 
people in holiday mood, its streets 
decorated with arches, its public 
buildings festooned in bunting. 


For three years they have gov- 
erned the destinies of Albérta, and 
the notably high prestige enjoyed by 
Alberta at home and abroad,the sound- 
ness of ita eredit, the absolute radi- 
ance of its future promise is the best 
evidence of how conscientiously their 
duties have been performed, and how 
ably they have gone about the work 
of organization and construction, 

The record made by the Alberta 
government during the first three 
years of its work in provincial organ- 
ization, in advanced legislation and | 
efficient administration, is yet unsur- | 
passed by any new government in| 
history. |

Furthermore, in 1906, 180 ..1dges, of 
which 10 were steel structures, were 
built, and & bridges were repaired. 

In 1907, 268 bridges were built, of 
which 14 were steel, and 38 bridges 
were repaired, There are now in al 
| 66 steel bridges in the province, of 
which about half have been built by 
the present government. The magni- 
|fieent structure at Medicine Hat and 
jthose which are now in course 
erection at Gleichen and Taber, are 
Witnesses of the good work of the 
department, 

2—At the end of L906, 12 ferries were 
in operation over the rivers and Jakes 
of the province, four of them being 
placed and manned that year. In 
1907, four more were added. This 
year eight more will give evidence of 
the paternal watchfulness of the gov- 
ernment in even the most remote 
parts ef the province. One is at 
Rocky Mountain Houge, one at Leaser 
Slave Lake and one north of Kite- 
coty, on the Saskatchewan. 

These ferries, roads and bridges tell 
of the successful work of the depart- 
ment, They mean settlers on fresh 
homesteads. They méan thousands 
of acres of ereps that can be trans. 
ported to market. They mean’ pros- 
perity for the province, 

S—A notable feature of the work of 
this department is the installment of 
o government-owned telephone system. 
The building of the trunk telephone 
lines has gone on steadily, and praeti- 
cally every part of the province i# 
being placed in telephone communica: 
tion with every other part. The work 
was commenced in September, 1906; 
544 aniles were constructed and 38 
miles purchased before the end of 1907. 
This year the line frem Lethbridge to 
Taber has been construeted, while 
the purchase of the Bell Telephone 
system has added 700 miles to the 
total. This is the erowning work 
which thesgovernment, or more direct- 
ly the Minister of Public Works, has 
achieved for the province in regard 
to telephones. This excellent pre 
perty was secured at a price which 
was the envy of the rest of Canada, 
Nothing but the spirited poliey  «f 
provincial telephones would have 
brought the Bell people to such termes. 
That policy wag wise in itself and 
will be far-reaching in its results, A 
modern telephone system at minioun 
prices is assured to every posvible user 
by this move of government policy. 

Public Buildings, 

4—The public buildings which are 
now being erected at a number of 
points in the province will be a monu- 
ment to the man who directa the 
work, First in importance are the 
Parliament Buildings. For these the 
government obtained a grant of $93,000 
a year for five years from the Dominion 
to supplemeat the provincial outlay, 
The buildings will be worthy of the 
lsite they occupy. The work done to 
date has been done under the direct 
supervision of the department. The 
provincial architect and the public 

works department see to it that the 
Iwork is well done and cheaply done. 
|No contractors here are waxing fat 
at the expenge of the public. 
| But besides these buildings other 
and perhaps more pressing neede of 
{the provinee are being met. Court 
houses, with offices for the variona 
court officials are being erected at 
Edmonton, Wetaskiwin and Leth- 
bridge. In Calgary handsome quart- 
‘ers are being provided for the land 
‘titles office, while the Normal scheol 
will soon be completed. The asylum 
for the insane at Ponoka, in eéurse of 
erection, will eave the province many 
dollars which now go to an outside 
institution. 

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

The farmers’ interests have not been 
negleeted by the department over 

which Hon, W. F. Finlay presides. 
With credmeries, experimental — sta- 
tions, etock and grain judging schools 
jand institute work, this department 
las a multitude of interests. The 
creameries that dot the provinee con- 
stitute one of the most important 
branches of this department. The 
number of creameries operated by the 
government has increased steadily. In 
1905 there were 12, in 1996 19, in 1907 
21. The total output for the yéar 1907 
was one antt-na half million pounds 
of butter. The value of these cream- 
eries, not only in providing the far- 
mer With a method of disposing of hid 
milk, but also in regulating the price 
of the product, cannot be estimated. 
The farmer gets for his milk the best 
price, while the investment of the pro- 
vinee is secured and ite reputation as 
a dairy country built up in distant 
lands. 

Through the Records associations of 
the department dairy herds are being 

improved by breeding from the best 
inilkera. This desirable object is aleo 
encouraged by the gevernment’s work 
in connection with the Herd and En- 
\tire Animals’ ordinances. 
| But this is not the only work of the 
department. Poultry, that gold mine 
‘of the farmer if he will but prospect 
it, is the special care of one branch, 
land miesionary work is carried on here 
by precept and example. 
| The game of the province, the heri- 
jage which, onee destroy4d, cannot be 
restored, is in capable and vigilant 


hands. Infractions of the laws 
fare detected and punished almost aut 
omatically.

Successful Dairy Work. 

in 1905, just at a period when the 
1c W creameries estavlished by the 
Federal government were about to be 
ubandoned by the latter authoritics, 
the provincial govermitent took them 
over at the urgent request of the far. 
mers who owned them, and they have 
been most successfully operated since. 
‘the dairy work of the province is 
under the direction of a Danish tx- 
pert 

During 1907, 45 creameries were in 
operation in the provinee. Of these 21 
were operated by the government, for 
the Co-operative associations owning 
them, and 24 were managed by pri- 
vate enterprise. Eight cheese lactor- 
ics were also in operation. The total 
output of the creameries during the 
year was 1,500,000 pounds of butter; 
valued at 330,000, and the cheese 
lactories turned out 195,000 pounds 
of cheese valued at about $27,000, 

vuring the yeur mine creameries 
and four cheese factories were estab- 
lished, 

In addition to carrying on the op- 
«ration of the 21 creamerics and gen- 
eral instruction work the government 
sent travelling dairies to a number 
oi @etricts, where the tarmers were 
not within reach of creameries or 
cheese factories. Leetures and prac- 
tical demonstrations were given, by 
the instructors in charge, dealing with 
approved methods of farm butter mak- 
ing. 

Another branch of the government 
dairy service is the encouragement of, 
assistance towards, the formation and 
work of dairy record associations, hav- 
ing for their object the improvement 
ot dairy herds through careful man- 
agement and selcetion on the bases of 
ictual milk and butter yield 

Se thoroughly satisfied are the 
farmers with the government opera- 
tion of their creameries that requests 
sor the establishment of new cream- 
eries come in to the department more 
peedily than they can, be met. The 
butter produced is all marketed out of 
the province—in British Columbia,the 
Yukon and the Orient. This is to pre- 
vent competition in local markets 
With the butter made by individual 
iurmers and private creameries. This 
policy has the good effect of keeping 
up the price of butter, while the ex- 
cetlence of the product in government 
crcamieries stimulates gréater care, in 
butter-making all through’ the — pro- 
viuee. At the departmbnt’s annual 
convention of ‘butter makers all are 
welcome as well as the staff of gov- 
ermment creameries, and the inetruc- 
tive pamphlets and cireulars got out 
ior the benefit of the latter are dis- 
tributed to all creameries.

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Some very interesting questions were 
asked the editor of the Stettler Inde- 
pendent recently by a correspondent, 
who did not understand the full weight 
of the lumber’ case, and who was in- 
clined to believé that it had been bar- 
ren of result. He understood that lum- 
ber had gone up $3 a thousand imme- 
diately after the decision was given 
and he regarded this as a measure of 
defiance by the Tumber companies, 
Lumber, he said, was somewhat leas in 
wice than formerly but this he be- 
fievedt due to trade conditions.

A large and varied 
tide of settlement has poured into the 
provinee in the past three years, but 
everywhere, in town and country, the 
same fine order prevails, drawing tri- 
butes from every thinking resident 
But this is obtained only by eternal 
vigilance on the part of the depart- 
ment responsible, whose every brane) 
ig animated by the Attorney General's 
ideal—that Alberta shall stand secon’ 
to no country in the civilized world 
in the wisdom and fairness of its laws 
and in their rigid enforcement 

Snlendid Enforcement of Law. 

It is in this latier respect that the 
Attorney General's department — has 
perhaps won its proudest laurels. Not 
that the work in drafting all legisla- 
tion has not been both immense and 
responsible work, but that for some 
reason the masses of the people, even 
under the British constitution, are 
surprised when the law is carried out 
to the letter, and when the visible 
guardians of the law are not only en- 
couraged but urged forward to thew 
duty by the highest authority on Jaw 
in the province.

One of the best provincial papers 
said in June last: “Great advances 
lave been made in the past two or 
three years. ~The hours of sale have 
been considerably curtailed.

This in brief has been the history 
of Mr. Cross’s administration of this 
important braneh of his department,

Constructive Legislation. 

When the Rutherford government 
was given the reins in 1906 they had 
an immense field of organization be- 
fore them, Alberta was a country in 
the making and it was eseential that 
its administration should be placed 
on a firm, broad basis. This required 
a whole mass of new legislation, of 
laws needful for a new country, with 
all its government machinery to be 
put in order, lawe for the social wel- 
fare of the people. for the benefit of 
the workingman and of the darmer, 

All of the work of drafting these 
bille fell upon the attorney general 
and his department. During the first 
session alone there were 1,000 pages of 
statutes enacted-—no slight task by 
any means, Yet everyone must ac- 
knowledge it was capably done. Be- 
sides the legislation sor adminetrative 
purposes, necessary but uninspiring 
work, the young province in its first 
session passed a notable tax on rail- 
Ways, and the attorney general's de- 
partment framed the law and proved 
that the C. PB. R. could at least not 
be exempted from taxation on ite 
branch lines, 

Among other measures of capital im- 
portance prepared and submitted to 
the House in its first session was the 
act tor the benefit of mechanics and 
laborers, whereby a short and sure 
method of asserting their rights in the 
matter of wages was placed in the 
hands of the artisans ot the province.

The Alberta government in this in- 
flance as in many other cases, did no 
talking but quietly proceeded to do 
things. At the first session of the 
House an approprition of $25,000 was 
made in connection with a possible 
yovernment system of telephones. No 
expensive and“\ime-killing commission 
of experts was appointed to inquire 
into an obvious monopoly, aa was done 
in another province, or to tell the gov- 
ermment they had made up their 
minds to own a telephone system and 
break a monopoly. But instead a con- 
struction créw was set to work under 
the supervision of an expert, and the 
Alberta, governmenit’s povestigetion 
into telephone possibilities became an 
uctual experiment of the thing itself; 
$25,630 of the grant was thus spent in 
wetual building. 

During that year work was begun 
on this line from Calgary to Banff, and 
in 1907 it was put into operation. As 
it proved a successful venture similar 
work was pushed in other directions, 
and by the end of the year 1907 a 
total of 544 miles had been construct- 
ed and 53 miles of line acquired, mak- 
ng in all 599 miles in operation by 


frequently at great 
expense to them selves, - 

To remedy these condixions and 
supplement a jidicial system whieh 
was yearly growing more inadequate 
to the needs of the province, the Al- 
berta governmet has established a 
new judiciary consisting of a Supreme 
Court of five judges and a District 
Court system, aso made up of five 
judges. The main advantage to the 
people of Alberta in the Distriet Court 
system is that the five Distriet Court 
judges cover in their cirevits more 
than fifty places in the province; that 
is, they hold court at more than fifty 
points, and these sittings of the 
court take place three or four times a 
year, while in the large centres of 
population the court is naturally held 
more frequently. 

These arer the conditions now—the 
judges go to the people, not the peo- 
ple to the judges, for the long, expen- 
sive journeys of litigants formerly 
made to the cities where court was 
held are memories of the past. 

It is noteworthy in this connection! 
that Judge Noel, one of the District 
Court judges, leaves next week to 
hold the first session of any court in 
the nerth country. He will visit on 
his tour Athubasea Landing, Lesser 
Slave Lake, Peace River Landiug, 
Fort Vermilion and Fort MeMurray, 
and is prepared to try any cases of 
litigation that may await him there.

In the many problems confronting 
the young government of Albérta on 
its formation, there was none more 
formidable than that of providing an 
adequate system of internal transpor” 
tation—of roadways and bridges. In 
the first place, Alberta alone is wider 
and broader than the big German Em- 
pire; it is twice as large as Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, and when autonomy 
Was granted there was not any con- 
siderable opening up of the country 
except in the lower half of the proy- 
ince. Even here people had often to 
content themselves with the firm old 
trails of cart days, 

With the inrush 
the past four years, pressing claime 
for main roads and side roads, for 
improved roads and bridges have sim- 
ply poured in upon the department 
of public works, making it in its di- 
rect, contact with the people one of 
the most important branches of the 
administration, Upon the efficiency 
and energy of its workings the com- 
fort and success of the new settlers 
are largely dependent. The twentieth 
century settler is not content to go into 
the unopened woodland at the Rock- 
ies base or out to some remote section 
of prairie, and to wait there until 
the march of progress has found him 
out. On the contrary, he raises an 
agitation for railways, and he insists 
upon being promptly supplied with 
ronds and bridges, 

Within the last year and a half con- 
sequently the department of — public 
works in Alberta has been set to face 
the problem of opening up the north 
country, the vast fertile regions lying 
along the Peace and Athabaeca rivers 
with their meny tributaries.

The re- 
cord made by this department in the 
past three years is one not only re- 
flecting credit upon the minister of 
public works, his hard working deputy 
and staff, but is a matter of pride to 
every Liberal aware of his party’s 
pledge, as well as to every fair-minded 
citizen of Alberta informed upon the 
6plendid achievement of the province 
in this regard.

With regard to the financial affairs of the provinee there are some out-

1. The government, while careiully avoiding to go in debt, does not 
favor large surpluses in a young province where money is everywhere 
needed to be expended; consequently the surplus of $283,373 of 1906 was 
brought down in 1907 to $69,650, and for next year a surplus of $21,328 is 
estimated. The policy is to have all available money employed in the 
people’s interest in public works, education, agriculture, ete, 

2. There is no debt upon this province, the supplementary vote u| 


$1,200,000 passed at the last Assembly for the purchase of the provinetal 
telephone system. This system, upoa which $284,244 had been previousiy 
expended out of the general revenue of the provinee, constitutes a provincial 
asset of growing value. 

4. There is no direct taxation in Alberta, the only tax on land being 
that upon land in unorganized schoo! districts, whieh is especially directed 
against those spequlators who hold land unoccupied, retarding settlement.

4. Corporations and railroads are taxed, the latter tax already yielding

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A unique feature of the administration 
after three years of provincial govern- 
ment is Alberta's freedom from taxation. 
To the average citizen of any country 
there can be no more direct or con- 
clusive evidence of a prosperous finan- 
cial condition. 

In Alberta there is no tax levied di- 
rectly or indirectly upon the general 
population. Railway companies, big 
finaricial corporations and liquor busi- 
ness—all these being highly profitable 
enterprises are obliged by statute to pay 
taxes or licenses which contribute largely 
to the general revenue of the country 
Two years ago the land speculator was 
hit by an enactment imposing a tax 
upon assessable land lying outside of 
organized school districts, said tax to be 
applied solely to educational purposes. 

But such a thing as a tax upon the 
people at large is unknown in Alberta 

This is probably the only province in 

the Dominion in which there is no tax, 
direct or indirect, imposed by the gov- 
erament upon the people. Yet this HG 
ernment has undertaken practically the 
whole of the construction of roads and 
bridgés in the province, assisted only 
in slight degree-in repair work, ete., in 
such of the older districts as have been 
organized into what ate known as large 
Local Imptovenient Districts. Here the 
people theinselves with’ a levy or tax 
of 1 1-4 per cent, per acre or $2 per 
homestead raise a fund for various pur- 
posts and expended by their own coun- 
cil entirely ip their own district. 
' The supplementaty revenye dorived 
from various bodies is obtained from | 
taxes imposed by the governinent solely 
upon speculators and big corporations 
such as insurance companies, banks, 
land companies, exptess and telegraph 
companies and the railroad tat: by this 
last tax alone the treasury was = en- 
riched last, year to the amdunt of '$121,- 
460 paid by the C.P.R. 

In the imposition of these takes too 
the Government. displays not only its 
wisdom of legislation for revenue pur- 
+, but due consideration for every 
detail that may count the progress of 
the young country. Ifs tak on corpora- 
tions is bated on the principle that these 
big eotporations eventually send most of 
their earnings in the province to share- 
holders outside the’ previnee and they 
should be expected to contribute some- 
thing to the publie revenue of the 
province. 

But the Government avoids any pos- 
sible disadvantage or hurt to the prov- 
ince’s growth or any hampering of the 
people's interest by exempting from 
this taxation any transaction of a finan- 
cial corporation by which money was 
procured for public purposes, as for in- 
vestment by municipalities in schools, 
ote, As the law stands it specifically 
exempts from this tax all money lent 
by such company upon municipal or 
school bonds or debentures, or upon the 
bonds «r debentures of any other local 
or public authority in Alberta, 


That Educational Tax. 

In 1906 the Government wisely con- 
cluded to make the land speculator feel 
their disapproval of his unconcerned 
holding of lands, sometimes quite con- 
siderable tracts, in various parts of the 
province, ‘Th@») are unoccupied and 
lying useless, held for sale at some 
future time when the prices are higher. 
They retard settlement and because of 
their possession by the speculator the 
real settiers and land-seekers are obliged 
to go farther a-ticld to find suitable 
homesteads. 

Now, the Government said very aptly, 
if the land speculator can afford to hold 
these lands for better prices, he can 
likewise afford to pay a certain amount 
of taxes into the revenues of Alberta 
, province, to be applied to the fund hor 
education. The tax of 1 1-4 cents an 
acre was accordingly imposed and col- 
lected last year. This assessment is not 
as in Saskatchewan levied generally upon 
school districts, buf is placed solely upon 
assessable lands outside of organized 
échool districts. It is directed igainst 
the speculator, the holder of unoccupied 
lands. It is unavoidable that this tax 
should fall upon an occasional legitimate 
settler outside a school district, but 
every precaution is taken to avoid thi-. 

For instance, .the law provides that 
the land of a homesteader settled out- 
side an organized school district shall 
not be assessable for this tax until he 
has received his patent—which takes 
place in the fourth year after settlement. 
By that time the settler should be able 
to rally together other settlers in that 
part of ths province and organize a 
school district, the requirements for this 
being only the actual residence there 
of 12 children of school age. while the

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POLICY OF FIRST GOVERNMENT : 


WHAT WAS PROMISED IN 1905 


Details of Platform of the Liberal. Party of Alberta as 


Outlined in 1905, and to Which a Unique Record 
of Fulfilment Has Been Established. 


On Thursday, August 3, 1905, in the last days of the old Hél-paéttiean 
Territorial government and when the political interests of the “province 
drawing into two distinct camps, a big convention of Alberta Liberals was 
held at Calgary and a platform decided upon. By the merits of this 
pronouncement as their policy the party was prepared to stand or fall 
in the forthcoming elections. Their position was maintained in a notable 
way ; they were swept on to governing power by a triumphant majority. 

Arrived at the seats of power the election pledges were not left unful- 
filled. They are reproduced here. Each item may be critically studied 
in the light of what the Rutherford governnient had done in the
